Spanish Fleet Remains Bottled In 


Santiago Harbor

IT WILL NOT EMERGE AND AMERI- 


CANS CANNOT ENTER.

Washington, May 25— Special—Opinions are divided as 


to what plan Admiral Sampson will adopt to get a fight out 
of Cervera's fleet now in Santiago bay. 
The entrance to the 


harbor is narrow, and will not permit of the passage of two 
war vessels abreast. 
Consequently Sampson cannot mass 


liis fleet and make a concerted attack upon the Spanish forts 
and ships as Dewey did at Manila. Nor can the Spaniards 
emerge in force to give battle to the Americans. 
The ves- 


sels will be compelled to come out in single file, and will be 
an easy prey to the American gunners 
But there is no 


•surety that the Spaniards will attempt to come out. It is the 
belief here that Cervera is playing a waiting game in the 
hope of European intervention on Spain's behalf, and that he 
will not fight until compelled to do so. 


. In the meantime Sampson's sailors are becoming im- 


patient, and the admiral himself is galled by the restraint 
circumstances have placed upon him. There are no fears that he 
he will do anything rash, bat his temper-is naturally not of the 
best. He is compelled simply to act as Cervera's jailor in- 
stead of fighting him, and this is very irritating to every true 
naval officer. 
The Spanish fleet as at present situated is 


powerless for harm, but the American squadron is almost 
equally impotent, for it can find no enemy to engage. 


Key West, May 25—Special—The censor has just per- 


mitted the announcement to be made that Sampson's fleet 
left off Havana for Santiago Monday. 


Small Boats Efficient. 


Washington, May 25—Special—The honors of the pres- 


ent war are not going to be won by our gigantic battleships 
or armored cruisers. 
The smaller craft are proving quice as 


efficient, and have thus far 1-ad more opportunities for good 
service. The feat of the tug Wampatuck yesterday in sil- 
encing two of the forts at the entrance to Santiago harbor 
has excittd much admiring comment in naval circles. 
In 


much of the work of our fleets the so-called mosquito boats 
are exceedingly serviceable. They are more easily manetivr- 
ed than the battleships or cruisers and present a smaller 
mark for the guns of the enemy. 
Their guns are terribly ef- 


fective, and have thus far been handled with great skill. For 
inshore fighting they far surpass the larger class, and naval 
experts are beginning to esteem them more highly than 
heretofore. 
The cruisers and battleships are doubtless un- 


surpassable in the open sea, but it is questionable if they 
will have many opportunities of showing their quality. 
De- 


pendence for harbor fighting will have to be placed upon the 
gunboats and torpedo boats, with the larger craft in the dis- 
tance lending a hand in shelling the enemy's works. 


All From Spanish Sources. 


Madrid, May 25—Special—The belief in a possible al- 


liance with France or any other country is.dwindling.

engaging in target practice the fieet will sail for an unknown

great Spanish victory.

battle, Blank cartridges were then distributed, and the boys 
knew that they were in for a sham battle. 
The First Ohio, 


Third Wisconsin and Fifth Illinois were pitted against the 
Fourth Ohio, Fourth Pennsylvania and Third Illinois. 
The 


Hundred and Fifty-seventh Indiana, Second Wisconsin and 
Sixteenth Pennsylvania later went into the fight to cut off 
the first brigade's retreat. 
The Wisconsin and Illinois boys 


behaved splendidly, but succumbed to the intense heat. The 
right was spirited, and several men were slightly injured. 


The Cuban Invasion. 


Tampa, May 25—Special—Everything here is placid 


upon the surface, yet a close observer will be impressed by 
the conviction that a movement of importance is impending. 
This can be nothing less than the invasion of Cuba, and no 
one would be surprised to awake any morning and find the 
harbor clear of the transports that now line the wharves. 
When the start is made it will be under cover of darkness— 
not later, probably, than 10 o'clock, so that troops may reach 
their destination at daybreak on the following day and land 
ere the sun is fairly risen. 
This is the plan of the invasion; 


its execution has been entrusted to prudent men. 


More Volunteers Called. 


Washington, May 25—Special—The president today 


issued a call lor seventy-five thousand additional volunteers. 


Under today's call, Illinois' quota of men is 4,828, Indi- 


ana's 2,582, Minnesota's 1,724, Wisconsin's 1,965. 
Follow- 


ing the call for volunteers comes a semi-offical announcement 
that 20,000 troops will be started shortly for Porto Rico. 
They will ba convoyed by Admiral Sampson's fleet, which 
has been ordered to reduce the fortifications at San Juan. 


No News to be Had. 


Washington, May 25—Special—There is a dearth of 


news here as to the movement of both"the fleets and armies. 
Sampson and Srhley are still doing guard duty over Cervera's 
fleet at Santiago, a few of the vessels meanwhile taking 
scouting cruises along the coast. At Tampa, Key West and 
Mobile everything is in readiness for the embarkation of 
troops.'or Cuba. 


The Oregon. 


Washington, May 25—Special—It was officially 
an- 


nounced at the navy depaatment this morning that the battle- 
ship Oregon has arrived at Jupiter Inlet. Fla. The informa- 
tion of the department is that the ship is safe and all on 
board well. 
Neither Secretary Long nor other officials will 


say anything in regard to the Oregon's future course. 
It is 


presumed she will go to Hampton Roads to be overhauled. 


Cervera Bottled. 


Washington, May 25—Special—The navy department 


now practically admits that Cervera's fleet is bottled up at 
Santiago. 
Whether Sampson shall ottempt to force his way 


into the harbor and meet the Spanish fleet he alone must 
decide. 


Sensational Rumors Denied. 
Washington, May 25—Special—The navy department 


still denies that it has information of a battle. Yesterday's 
sensational rumors were started.by Wall street brokers. 


Foreign Residents Safe. 


London, May 25—Special—A dispatch from Hong Kong 


says that Manila's foreign residents are now safe.

Tbo ollle- 
uor now says if I tjld him wbo I was, 
and that I know Uay/ett, he would 
;\avo driven me to his house. 
I did 


tell him wbo I was, and ha would not 
uelieve me; and I did ask him to send 
for UayloU. 
Ho was surj he bad cap- 


tured a horse, thief, uo explanations 
wero not in order. Ho never said a 
word to me about being intoxicated; 
that was evidently an afterthought. 


I eoe by the Racine paper tho officer 


says tho horso was going from one 
side of the street to tho other 
That 


Is not true. 
The horse is BO well 


trained to tho city that he will keep 
the road without a driver. 


When tho officers searched me they 


found a number of things in my pock- 
ets. 
There wss a four ounce bottlo 


abont two thirds full of whiskey, with 
five or six bottles of medicine, thirty- 
eight dollars In money, my check 
Dook.a number of letters, tooth brush, 
keya, comb, knife and a Masonic 
charm; but the only thing they thought 
worth reporting was about two or 
three ounces ot whiskey.
